London, Feb. 11.— The House o£ Com- 
mons, after hearing the speech from the 
throne, resumed business at 4 o'clock 
and was soon crowded. The secretary 
of state for the colonies, Rt. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, was warmly cheered as he 
took his seat. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, the 
Liberal leader, was loudly cheered by 
the members of the Opposition. After 
the new members of Parliament had 
been sworn in, the ministers announced 
the various bills to be introduced in ac- 
cordance with the announcement con- 
tained in the Queen's speech. The no- 
tice by the first lord ol the admiralty, 
Rt. Hon. George J. Goschen, of the pro- 
posed increase in the strength of the 
navy was cheered. The Speaker then 
read the Queen's speech. 

Mr. Goschen, junior member for the 
East Grinstead division of Sussex, 
moved the address in Teply. He said he 
trusted that the negotiations regarding 
the Venezuelan question would result, 
not only in a satisfactory settlement, but 
in a complete reconciliation and firm 
friendship between Great Britain and 
her kindred across the Atlantic. He 
made a glowing reference to the out- 
burst of patriotic feeling in Canada and 
in the British colonies during the re- 
cent political crisis. 

Sir VVm. Vernon Harcourt said he was 
rejoiced at die paragraph in the Queen's 
speech with regard to Venezuela as it 
held out the hope that the question 
could be settled at an early date. He 
added that no words that could impede 
such a settlement would fall from him. 
This remark was greeted "with loud 
cheers, as it disposed of the report that 
the Liberal leaders had deter- 
mined to make an attack 
upon the government's policy in 
regard to Venezuela, which course ne- 
cessarily would have led to an exchange 
of warm remarks, which might have 
impeded the progress of settlement of 
the .dispute. Continuing, Sir William 
Harcourt said that misunderstandings, 
both in England and in the United 
Stales, existed and had caused ruffled 
feelings on both sides. The idea 
that the United States and 
Great Britain disputed the question 
of Monroeism was nothing new or extra- 
ordinary. Monroeism, he asserted, was 
not a principle of international law. but 
one of national policy to which the Am- 
ericans have a traditional and passionate 
attachment, and it was the same doc- 
trine by virtue of which Great Britain 
had interfered in various states, when 
her interests were affected. 

Sir William Harcourt also said: "I 
am in entire agreement with Lord Salis- 
bury when he says the United States 
have a perfect right to interpose in a 
controversy by which their own inter- 
ests are aflected, and they are entitled 
to judge whether or not their interests 
lire affected and in what measure they 
shall be sustained. There is a general 
doctrine upon which all states act. Upon 
this is founded the balance of power and 
upon that ground Great Britain inter- 
posed in Belgium, Greece, Turkey and 
many other places. The Monroe doc- 
trine is not an extension of this prin- 
ciple, it is a limitation of what other 
Btates claim to exercise everywhere. 
President Monroe limited it to the 
American continent, and the United 
States, following the wise teach- 
ing of Washington, have declared 
their disinclination and deter- 
mination not to interfere in 
the controversies of the European powers, 
but they have declared the controver- 
sies of the American continent to be of 
special interest to themselves, and they 
will judge when and how they are called 
upon to interfere. That feeling is not 
disputed in the Queen's speech, and I 
rejoice to see that it states a wish 
to co-operate with the government of 
the United States, and the only 
practical question remaining is whether 
the doctrine has been invaded in the 
case of Venezuela. The United States 
have not made any pronounced declara- 
tion upon tins question, but have ap- 
pointed a commission to inform their 
judgments upon the subject. 

"It has been stated that the appoint- 
ment of this commission was an offence 
to the people and government of Great 
Britain. Happily, the government does 
not take that view. How can the 
United States of America co-operate 
with us unless they have the informa- 
tion which will enable them to co-oper- 
ate in settling the boundary? 1 regret 
the delay in the publication of the Eng- 
lish case. I should have thought that 
before Secretary Otney was answered 
all the materials would have been ready 
to lay before the United States and 
the world at large. We do not de- 
sire to claim i\ny territory to 
which wo are not clearly entitled, and 
the question is, what is that territory? 
It is the business of the diplomats to 
come to a reasonable settlement in such 
a matter. Diplomacy lias had this mat- 
ter in hand for half a century, and a 
mighty bad hand it has made of it in my 
opinion. It is not creditable thataques- 
tion of this character should have been 
allowed to fester until it litis broken open 
into a dangerous core, to breed bad blood 
between two great nations. It is the 
first duty of the government to take 
measures without delay to heal that 
sore. (Loud cheers.) 

" What the country demands without 



distinction of party is that the dispute 
should be brought to an honorable solu- 
tion promptly. If it is proved that the 
rightsof Venezuela havenotbeen invaded 
by Great Britain the United States of 
America will have no cause for com- 
plaint. If we have occupied territory 
to which we have no title, we must not 
make any pretence tc retain that occu- 
pation. The question must be set- 
tled on the evidence and what objection 
can be raised to the arbitrament of a 
third party? The people of Great Brit- 
ain and the United States have already 
settled important questions by arbitra- 
tion, and it cannot be admitted that 
this question is beyond the reach of 
arbitration. The government does not 
reject arbitration and the only question 
left is the limitation of the boundary. 
There is a general desire that justice 
should be done." 

Referring to the Transvaal, Sir Win. 
Vernon Harcourt paid a high compli- 
ment to Mr, Chamberlain for his skilful 
conduct of the affair, and said that he 
thought that history had but few ex- 
amples of such moderation as had been 
displayed by President Kruger under 
circumstances of unparalleled provoca- 
tion. Turning to Armenia, Sir William 
said that to say that the refer- 
ence to this subject in the 
Queen's speech is disappointing 
and totally unworthy of the subject. 
Continuing he remarked: "These 
crimes are matters for our special con- 
cern as we are parties to the guarantee 
of the powers. The whole point of the 
treaty of Berlin is that tncre was a 
covenant upon the part of the Sultan to 
carry out reforms and a guarantee upon 
the part of the powers of Europe 
to see that these reforms were effected. 
Under the Cyprus convention, Great 
Britain especially covenants to defend 
Turkey in Asia, in return for which 
Turkey covenants to protect the Chris- 
tians in x\nnenia. The support we have 
given Turkey was conditional upon the 
covenants which the Sultan has foully 
broken. Is this to be the out- 
come of the Anglo-Turkish policy 
of 1878?" Continuing, Sir Wil- 
liam described Lord Salisbary's 
recent speech on the subject of Armenia 
as an unparalleled confession of diplo- 
matic and national impotence. Passing 
to the other topics of the speech, Sir 
William expressed coulidence that the 
house would suppurt the navy. Sir 
William concluded his speech by saying: 
" I am glad to find that the government 
has not contemplated a return to pro- 
tection or tampering with the currency." 

Rt.Hon. A.J. Balfour, First Lord of the 
Treasury and Conservative leader in the 
house, was loudly cheered when he 
arose to reply to the Liberal leader. 
He said: "Sir William Harcourt has 
devoted much time to attacking views 
which the government has never held. 
Neither I nor my friends ever said that 
the Monroe doctrine was one to which 
we had a right to object. It 
is of British origin, and I do not 
see any reason why we should 
criticise it. The American commission- 
ers on the Venezuelan boundary have 
applied to us to aid them with any in- 
formation wo have on the Venezuelan 
question, and we have promised to give 
them all the information we are able to 
give at the earliest possible moment. 
(Cheers.) No false pride or diplomatic 
punctiliousness will be allowed 
to stand in the way of a settle- 
ment as far as we are concerned. 
But there are duties requiring diplo- 
matic enforcement. We owe a duty to 
our children, our colonics, and those oc- 
cupying positions in this country would 
not deserve to retain the coulidence of 
the colonies unless we convinced them 
that we were ready and willing to de- 
fend them, and in a case in which we 
are right, we should not abandon them. 
(Cheers.) 

" It is impossible to foresee with cer- 
tainty what will lie the general con- 
clusions arrived at by the American 
community or by those called upon to 
investigate the British case. But one 
conclusion, I am sure, will be reached 
by everyone who impartially investi- 
gates. He will be convinced that there 
never has been the slightest intention 
on the part of this country to 
violate the Monroe doctrine in substance 
or in essence. Whatever other conclusions 
the commission may arrive at, it will 
most assuredly reach the conclusion that 
no desire to push beyond the due limits 
of the frontier of this Empire has ever 
been the animating cause which 
moved British diplomacy in 
this long drawn out controversy. 
If this conclusion be fairly and frankly 
set before citizens of the United States, 
one of their gravest pre-oocupations will 
be set at rest. Thev will feel no need 
to suspect on the part of this 
country anything in the nature 
of an invasion of a principle, 
of policy, which both they and we cher- 
ish. I should rejoice if out of this evil 
should spring some general system of 
arbitration. If that were the issue, I 
should foel that all misunderstandings 
and evil done, had been more than re- 
moved and that a permanent guarantee 
of good will between the English speak- 
ing nations of the Atlantic had been at- 
tained for all time." 

Turning to the Transvaal question, 
Mr. Balfour said: "The armed forces 
of the Chartered Company will, of 
course, he transferred to an Imperial 
officer without delay. There is, there- 
fore, no possibility of a repetition of the 
recent deplorable event. The govern- 
ment propose, as soon as the pending 
trials are concluded, that there 
shall be a full inquiry into the 
facts and history of the charter." 
Passing to the subject of Armenia, Mr. 
Balfour said: "Lord Salisbury's speech 
to the Nonconformist Unionist Associ- 
ation accurately described Great 
Britain's obligations. There is nothing 
in the Berlin or the Cyprus treaties re- 
quiring the powers, or England singly, 
to go to war to compel the Turks to 
carry out their pledges." 

Mr. Balfour pointed out the impossi- 
bilitv of individual action on the part of 
Great Britain. He said in this connec- 
tion: " Short of bringing upon ourselves 
the prospect of a possible European con- 
flagration, we could have done no more 
in the direction of helping these 
unhappy people than we have

Sir Charles Tupper Assumes the Gov- 
ernment Leadership in the 
House of Commons.

Ottawa, Feb. 11. — The Conservative 
I caucus held in room 16 this morning 
was the largest attended for many years. 
Mr. Roome presided. Sir v Mackenzie 
Bowell was there early, and finding Sir 
Charles Tupper had not arrived went 
out and escorted him to the room. The 
Premier was heartily cheered when he 
arrived, and when he returned again 
with the Secretary of State both got 
rounds of applause. The only question 
discussed at the meeting was that of re- 
medial legislation, Hon. Mr. Dickey ex- 
plaining the provisions of the bill. Sir- 
Mackenzie Bowell and Hon. Mr. Foster 
also spoke, the latter, it is said, making 
an eloquent speech, 

Sir Charles Tupper, speaking i n sup- 
port of remedial legislation, read a letter 
which he had received from Sir William 
Dawson, of Montreal, supporting it. Sir 
Charles referred to this letter during his 
canvass in Cape Breton. 

Messrs. Wallace, Sproule. MacLean 
and other Ontario members opposed 
remedial legislation, and Dr. Weldon is 
reported to have suggested that the bill 
be not made a government measure. 

Sir Frank Smith urged the party to 
stand shoulder to shoulder on this ques- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Haggart made an appeal to 
the Ontario members to stand by the 
government. No vote was taken," it be- 
ing understood that another caucus 
would be held before the second reading 
of the measure. 

Prominent Conservatives said to-night 
that not more than a dozen ministerial- 
ists will vote against the measure, and 
that fully 25 Liberals will vote for it. 

In the presence of crowded galleries 
Hon. Mr .'Dickey introduced the bill this 
afternoon. Its scope was foreshadowed 
in the Colonist on Sunday, 

The clause relating to the legislative 
grant states that the right to share pro- 
portionately in any grant made out of 
the public funds for the purposes of edu- 
cation having been decided to be and be- 
ing now one of the rights and privileges 
of the Roman Catholic minority in 
Manitoba any sum granted by Manito- 
ba and appropriated for separate schools 
shall be placed to the credit of the 
board of education. 

Sir Charles Tupper took his seat in 
the house and assumed the leadership 
this afternoon. Subsequently Mr. An- 
gers, Charlevoix, was introduced, when 
the Liberals shouted themselves hoarse. 

Mr. Davies challenged Sir Charles 
Tupper's statement that the Liberals 
had spent . $25 ,000 in Cape Breton and 
said the report was ridiculously untrue. 

Sir Charles Tupper made a vigorous 
reply and said the Conservatives had 
abundant evidence that large sums of 
money were spent in the county. The 
debate lasted until six o'clock. 

Sir Richard Cartwright fell foul of his 
ancient acquaintance and a lively tilt 
followed. The budget debate was re- 
sumed to-night.

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Ontario Legislature Opened— Historical Ex- 
hibition Contemplated — Conservative 
Club— Fire Insurance Change. 

Toronto, Feb. 11. — (Special)— The sec- 
ond session of the eighth legislature of 
the Province of Ontario was opened 
this afternoon at three o'clock. A 
large crowd of citizens attended the 
opening ceremonies. The speech from 
the throne was read by Lieut.-Governor 
Kirkpatrick. He referred in terms of 
regret to the death of 1'rince Henry of 
Battenberg and expressed sympathy on 
behalf of Her Majesty's subjects in On- 
tario with Her .Majesty and the Princess 
Beatrice in their great aflliction. 

At a largely attended meeting of citi- 
zens held last night in furtherance of the 
proposal to hold an historical exhibition 
in Toronto in 1897, the four hundreth 
anniversary of Cabot's landing in Canada, 
a resolution was passed praying Her 
Majesty to graciously appoint a member 
of the royal family to open the exhibi- 
tion in her name. A resolution urging 
pecuniary aitl to the exhibition from the 
Dominion, provincial and city govern- 
ments, was also adopted. 

The entire capital stock of the Mer- 
cantile Insurance Co., of Waterloo, has 
been purchased by the London anil Lan- 
cashire Fire Insurance Co., of London, 
Eng. The business will continue to be 
worked and controlled from Waterloo 
under the present management. 

The formation of a Liberal Conserva- 
tive club for Toronto and vicinity was 
decided on last night at a convention of 
Conservatives from all the ward associa- 
tions. A resolution congratulating Sir 
Chas. Tupper on his victory in Cape 
Breton was also passed.

BY TRACTIOH ENGINE. 

What n Mining Man Thinks of Them as 
Freight Haulers in Cariboo. 

Speaking yesterday of mining in Car- 
iboo, Mr. A. D. Whittier, manager of 
the Whittier Syndicate mines on 
Williams creek, says he considers the 
outlook very bright. His company are 
now running in a tunnel 2,600 feet to 
strike the bed rock, and of this 1,500 
feet is completed. In working this tun- 
nel seams of rich gravel are struck, and 
these are being worked, the gravel being 
hoisted to the surface through a shaft 
and washed. Enough gold is expected 
to be taken out of the tunnel in what has 
already been done to pay for the rest of 
the extension. Washing will start in a 
week or ten days. 

Mr. Whittier considers that the pro- 
posed placing of traction engines on the 
road for hauling freight between Ash- 
croft and Barkerville, a distance of 285 
miles, will greatly assist the mining 
development of Carilx>o. Tiie company 
now asking the legislature for incorpora- 
tion propose to put on two 50-horEe 
power engines, each capable of hauling 
a load of twenty tons. With their as- 
sistance the round trip could bo made in 
a week. The traction engines are prac- 
tically road locomotives, hauling 
wagons with tires IS inches wide, 
so that their passage would be equivalent 
to having the roads continually rolled 
and kept in condition for traffic. Mr. 
Whittier says it is not their intention to 
ask the goverament to strengthen the 
bridges on the Cariboo road for their 
benefit. What they propose is that 
where the government engineer believes 
the bridges strong enough for ordinary 
road traffic, the company, if they believe 
the brides are not suong enough to sup- 
port the traction engines, will at their 
own expense strengthen them. All they 
want is for the government to see that 
the road is in proper condition for or- 
dinary wagon traffic. The great advantage 
of the traction engines will be, Mr. 
Whittier says, in the freight rates. The 
company are ready to bind themselves 
not to charge over 4 cents a pound foi 
freight, fully 30 per cent, below the 
rates ruling at present. Then they do 
not ask any exclusive right to the roads. 
The saving this would be to the mining 
industry is instanced by the experience 
of Mr. Whittier's own company. They 
now have at Ashcroft 700,000 pounds of 
pipe for Williams creek. A saving of 2 
cents a pound in freight means $14,000 
saved to the company. Thereare immense 
tracts of placer ground and low grade 
quartz veins in Cariboo that could and 
would be opened up if the freight rates 
were not as high aB at present. With 
freight carried at $(>0 or if SO a ton work 
could be done in the mines that the pre- 
sent rate of something like ifl20 a ton 
prohibits. The traction engines would 
not hurt the ordinary freighters ; and 
they could only run from four to five 
months a year and would only travel on 
the main road. During that time they 
could collect freight at the junctions of 
the various roads to Horsefly, Quesnelle, 
Clinton and other places, and the teams 
could get all that hauling. It would 
mean really more work for freighters, as 
with low rates for freight on the main 
road much more freight would be carried 
and the mining industry in the great 
Cariboo region would grow far more 
rapidly than it can under present cir- 
cumstances.

Japanese Troops Make Short, and 
Sharp Work of the For- 
niosau Rising 1 . 



T. The why and wherefore of tte Chinese pig- 
tail baa been a variety ot fifteen puzzle to 
the average Englishman ever since the yel- 
low-skinned, almond-eyed Mongolian has 
been flourishing and growing fat on this 
side of the Paeilie. The queue is neither 
sanitary nor ornamental, judged from a 
whiteman's standpoint, and not six in a 
store would imagine that it is useful either, 
especially on a windy day. That is where 
a great mistake is made, however. John 
Chinaman heap sabecs when it comes to a 
question of haircut, and there is nothing 
that shows his long head better than a 
squally day such as yesterday, on the water- 
It was in connection n ith the arrival of the 
11. M.S. Empress of China that the great 
mystery of the pigtail was solved, and the 
half a dozen or more white men who 
went out on the Rainbow to meet the big 
white liner were filled with wonder and ad- 
miration if not. a little envy. Each in turn 
went up the companion ladder, with one 
hand (irmly holding his hat over his pom- 
padour or Senator cut — at the top of the 
ladder the Chinese waited their chance to 
descend, each with his pigtail wound neatly 
round his head over his cap and fastened 
with a half-hitch round the starboard ear 
The idea is neatness and simplicity itself 
" The great inventor " being, as one of the 
wise men of the century has said, "some 
fellow who does a simple little thing no- 
body thought of before, and thereby s 
himself a heap of trouble," surely John or 
Sing ur .1 im is entitled to a patent. At any 
rate no European can copy his scheme for 
preventing the cruising * of headgear in 
windy weather, and that's something any- 
way.' 

1'pwards of a dozen old and young Chi- 
nese, all mules, disembarked from the Em- 
press here, out of l.'il who made the voyage 
across. In the intermediate there were 
seven passengers, and in the lirst saloon a 
round dozen, chiefly British naval ollieers 
homeward bound— Mr. A. II. Groom, Mr. 
.1. A. Hicks, Mr. H. J. J. G. Moon, Capt. P. G. 
.Murray. Capt. Stewart is not of the navy, 
but of the Royal Engineers, and has for 
some time been stationed at Hongkong; 
Capt. W. C. White has also had experience 
enough afloat to be a thoroughly good 
naval officer, instead of which he tills the 
important nost of superintendent of the 
White Star trans-Atlantic line. Mr. J. 
Gregaon is a prominent Hongkong chemist 
and apothecary, bound for England; Miss 
Lowry is also bound for England under 
31 r. Moon's Escort ; Dr. Von Koerster and 
Ijieut. Forester-Milan are members of the 
German nobility, travelling for pleasure; 
and M. K. Shimoniura is, as his name 
would indicate, a Japan gentleman, whose 
t rip lias for its object the increasing of the 
business of the firm with which he is iden- 
tified. In all, -W,(jO:! packages, or 2,lS(i tons 
of cargo made up the freight consignment. 
The voyage across was reported pleasant and 
barren of incident or entertainment, save 
for an illustrated lecture by Chief Oflicer 
Howies with which one evening was very 
pleasantly whiled away. 

According to advices by the just arrived 
steamer, the Japanese forces sent to quell 
the second insurrection in Formosa are 
making short work of their enemies, fully 
redeeming the promise given by their lead- 
ers that tney would not leave enough hos- 
tiles in the flesh to create another disturb- 
ance in the island. Here are a few samples 
of the Short, sharp and snappy reports re- 
ceived at headquarters from Admiral Ka- 
hayama, the commander-in-chief of the ex- 
pedition: 

'■ The main body of the Mixed Brigade 
dispersed on January 11 a body of rebels 
numbering some 1,700, who had strongly 
fortified their position in the village of 
San-i and its vicinity. In this action four 
of the rank and file were killed and eleven 
others wounded on our side. The losses of 
the enemy were about .'iOO either killed or 
wounded.j 

" On the 18th our army dispersed a small 
body of rebels to the south of Toi, and oc- 
cupied t he place, without any loss of life on 
our side, the number of insurgents killed 
being between fifty and sixty. The greater 
part of the defeated rebels dispersed in a 
northerly direction, while a portion fled 
into the hilly parts to the westward. 

"The 8lh regiment, with a battery of 
mountain artillery and a company ol en- 
gineers, left Gilan at daylight on January 
17 and attacked the rebels, numbering 'be- 
tween four and live hundred, under tte 
command of Ling .Ti-sei and Ling Ta-pei, 
who had fortified their position in 
the vicinity of Shokei. They made 
a more stubborn stand than was 
expected. Shokei was, however, taken 
shortly after 9 a.m. Four of the rank and 
file were killed and eleven others wounded 
on our side. The losses on the side of the 
rebels are not exactly ascertained, but they 
cannot be less than .'iOO killed and wounded. 
An immense quantity of arms fell into our 
hands." 

And last but not least^interesting, by rea- 
son of its brief business-like style, is the 
following: "Major Naito's column shot 
down hundreds of the rebels in the vicinity 
of Shintcn and subdued the rising there, re- 
turning here January '21. The captives sent 
from the front by the Mixed Brigade, and 
the other rebels arrested by police or gen- 
darmes, are continually being forwarded to 
the barracks at Taipeh, where they are sum- 
marily examined by the officials in charge, 
and on conviction are beheaded one after 
another."

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

To tub Editor: — I have read with much 
interest your article on the Nicaragua canal. 
The importance to British Columbia of the 
construction of this canal cannot be over- 
estimated. I am satistietl that the export 
trade of this province would double within 
a year of the opening of the canal. This 
province has the largest and best timber 
supply that now remains, and the canal 
would put it in direct communication with 
the Eastern Atlantic cities and the princi 
pal markets of Europe, where its line grade: 
of lumber will find a ready market, and it 
will give easy access to the West. Indian. 
Brazilian and Argentine markets where the 
secondary grades are most wanted, [nth 
latter markets there is also a large demand 
for fish of all kinds, and a very important 
trade could be developed. The Mcditc 
ranean ports also take lish and lumber. 
This trade is now principally controlled by 
Norway, but there, as in Eastern Canada, 
the drain on the forests is being felt and by 
the time the canal is opened for traffic 
British Columbia would he in a position to 
compete with Norway for the Mediterranean 
trade. 

Then, to come nearer home, the opening 
of this canal would enable us to exchange 
products with our Eastern seaports. Even 
there a market would he found for certain 
grades of lumber. Wheat and Hour from 
British Columbia would go to "Newfound- 
hind, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and 
even Quebec, for no railway could compete 
with the water carriage; but this would 
prove no injury to the transcontinental 
railways, for it would develop this province 
and expand its general trade so as to bring 
more business to the railways themselves 
than could be done by any development of 
the railway system: 

We should have broad ideas on auch 
a question as this ; no sectional or 
even provincial interests should be al- 
lowed to prevent a consummation 
that would be of immense benefit to the 
Dominion Jand to theEmpire generally. 

The time is propitious for pushing for- 
ward this great enterprise, lour idea of 
united action on the pfflt of Great Britain 
and the United States % a good one, and 
though there are many Difficulties in the 
way of the construction if the canal by the 
governments there are liione to prevent 
such an endorsement by the two govern- 
ments as would guaranty its immediate 
construction. 

It seems to me that thisfc a question that 
could well be taken up by the Canadian 
government ami by it pWed before the 
Imperial government. Neil to Great Brit- 
ain and the United States Canada is the 
most interested in the construction of this 
canal, and us the British government is now 
well disposed to do anythingto consolidate 
and advance the interests ol. the Greater 
Britain it is a good time to ac'. 

It would not be out id' place if the British 
Columbia legislature now in stitjion should 
set the ball rolling by passing i, resolution 
Irawing the attention of the Canadian gov- 
ernment to the question with a 'lew to its 
taking such action as may be aditsablc. 

In these days of large enterprises the cost 
of the canal does not seem to le a heavy 
matter. The company which hai.thc con- 
cession for building the canal, estimates the 
total cost at less than $70,000,000, fliile the 
United States commission, which has just 
reported, places it at $130,000,030. 'f tie com- 
mission, however, suggests a canal if large 
capacity and more fiillv protected than the 
one estimated on by the company, 9j that 
the difference in the estimates is parity ac- 
mnted for. Even the larger sum Mould 
be readily found if the British and 1'tited 
States governments would give their moral 
support to the enterprise and guarantetits 
independence, and there is no doubt what- 
ever that the canal would prove a paying 
investment.

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A SPIRIT-STIRRING SPEECH. 

The speeches delivered by British 
statesmen to popular audiences are gen- 
erally admirable. They are plain, sim- 
ple and forcible business statements. 
They contain no clap-trap, no appeals to 
prejudice, and they are perfectly free 
from abuse oi opponents. There is more 
sentiment in the speech which Mr. 
Chrmberlain made at the banquet 
given to Lord Lamington than there is 
generally in the speeches of British Min- 
isters, but it is sentiment of a wholesome 
kind, and the occasion was one in which 
free expression could be given to it with 
the utmost propriety. The Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, at a dinner given 
in honor of a Colonial Governor, might 
be expected to speak with pride of the 
colonies of the Empire and of the loyalty 
of colonists. We have had scraps of that 
speech in the telegrams, here it is in full 
taken from the report of the London 
Times of January 2-1. 

I have heard it suid that we never 
have had a colonial policy, that we have 
simply blundered into all the best places 
in the earth. (Laughter.) 1 admit that 
we have made mistakes, 1 havenodoubt 
that we are answerable for sins of com- 
mission as well as for sins of omission; 
but, after all is said, this remains — that 
we alone of all the nations of the earth 
have been able to establish and to main- 
tain colonies under different conditions 
in all parts of the world, that we have 
maintained them to their own advantage 
and to ours, and that we have secured, 
not only the loyal attachment of all Brit- 
ish subjects, but the general good-will of 
the races, whether they be native or 
whether they be European, that have 
thus come under the British flag. 
(Cheers.) This may be a comforting as- 
surance when we think of occasional 
mistakes, and when we are rebuked even 
ior our misfortunes (laughter) we may 
tint! some consolation in our success. 
(Cheers. ,i A few weeks ago Eng- 
land appeared to stand alone in 
the world, surrounded by jealous com- 
petitors and by altogether unexpected 
hostility. Differences between ourselves 
and other nations which were of long 
standing appeared suddenly to come to 
a iiead and to assume threatening pro- 
portions: and from quarters to which 
we might have looked for friendship and 
consideration (cheers) — having regard to 
our traditions and to a certainty com- 
munity oi interest — we were confronted 
with suspicion, and even with hate. We 
had to recognize that our success itself, 
however legitimate, was imputed to us 
■sis a crime : that our love of peace was 
taken as a sign of weakness, and that 
our indifference to foreign criticism was 
construed into an invitation to insult us. 
(Loud cheers.) We Dad to admit that 
the prospect of our discomfiture was re- 
garded with hardly disguised satisfac- 
tion by our competitors, who at the same 
time must have been forced to admit 
that we alone held our possessions 
throughout the world in trust for all 
(cheers), and that we admit them to our 
markets as freely as we admit our own 
subjects. (Cheers.) I regret that such 
a feeling should exist, and that we 
should be forced to admit its existence; 
but as it does exist, I rejoice that it found 
expression. (Cheers.) No better service 
was ever done to this nation, for it has 
enabled us to show in the face of all that 
while we were resolute to fulfil our obli- 
gations we were equally determined to 
maintain our rights. (Loud cheers.) 
Three weeks ago, in the words of Mr. 
Foster, the leader of the House of Com- 
mons of the Dominion of Canada, " the 
great mother-Empire stood splendidly 
isolated." And how dues she stand to- 
day? She stands secure in the strength 
of her own resources, in the linn resolu- 
tion of her people without respect to 
party, and in the abundant loyalty of 
her children from one end of the Empire 
to another. (Loud cheers.) 

The resolution which was conveyed to 
the Prime Minister on behalf of the 
Australian colonies and the display of 
patriotic enthusiasm on the part of the 
Dominion of Canada came to us as a 
natural response to the outburst of na- 
tional spirit in the United Kingdom, and 
as a proof that British hearts beat in 
unison throughout the world, whatever 
may be the distances that separate us. 
(Cheers.) Then let us cultivate these 
sentiments. Let us do all in our power 
by improving our communications, by 
developing our commercial relations, by 
co-operating in mutual defence (cheers), 
and none of us then will ever feel isolat- 
ed, no part of the Empire will stand 
alone, so long as it can count upon the 
common interest of all in its welfare and 
in its security. (Cheers.) That is the 
moral 1 have derived from recent events. 
That is the lesson I desire to impress on 
my countrymen, in the words of Ten- 
nyson : 

"' Let Britain's myriad voices call, 
'Sons, bo welded each and all, 

• Into one Imperial whole, 

• Due with Britain, heart anil soul ! 

'One life, one Hag, one Meet, one 
• Throne! ' ' 
(Loud cheers.) And in the time to 
come, the time that must come, when 
these colonies of ours have grown in 
stature, in population, and in strength, 
this league of kindred nations, this fed- 
eration of Greater Britain, will not only 
provide for its own security, but will be 
a potent factor in maintaining the 
peace oi the world. (Cheers.) 

It iB hard to overestimate the influ- 
ence of such a speech ns this, in both 
the Mother Country and the Colonies. 
It has a tendency to strengthen the tie 



ies and to bring about that closer union 
which the Colonial Secretary outlines. 

DEMORALIZED. 



The true patriots of the United States 
bitterly deplore the demoralization of 
the senate. They see that that body 
has fallen from its high estate ami they 
despair of its reform. Some of the new 
senators belong to a low class, morally 
and intellectually, and they have hardly 
warmed their seats when they begin the 
bail work of degrading the body to which 
they have been elected. The New York 
Evening Post, utterly disgusted with the 
fantastic tricks which a political moun- 
tebank from South Carolina has been 
playing before high heaven, gives vigor- 
ous utterance to its feelings of shame 
and indignation. It says: 

The degradation of the senate already 
seemed complete, hut yesterday's per- 
formance by Tillman, of South Caro- 
lina, showed that in the lowest deep a 
lower deep was still left to be touched. 
A worse outbreak of blackguardism 
and incendiarism has never been wit- 
nessed in the upper chamber, and it 
is a melancholy reflection that the 
country has six years of diatribes 
to look for from the same source. 
All of the conservative traditions of the 
Senate are now gone, and the new comer 
no longer hesitates to begin talking with 
the frequency and profuseness of a Mor- 
gan before he has been two months in j cover !

the evanescing of a dissolving view."

The cathode 
ray seems to go through most bodies 
generally regarded as opaque as readily 
as ordinary light goes through a pane 
of glass. 

The discovery is a wonderful one. The 
process of taking pictures by means of 
the cathode ray is still in its earliest in- 
fancy. A great deal more will, no doubt, 
be found out about the ray, or whatever 
it may he, before very long.

BAD FOR THE FARMER. 

The evidences of agricultural depres- 
sion in free trade England are so many 
and so strong that they can be disre- 
garded by none but the wilfully blind or 
the hopelessly obtuse. Here is another 
bit of testimony taken from "The Morn- 
newspaper published in 



the West : 

" We must not overlook," it continues, 
" tho contributions to the wrong side 
from the region east of the Mississippi — 
the two Senators from Indiana, the 
almost unbroken ranks of the Senators 
south of the Ohio river and the Alleghany 
range, the avowed advocate of free coin- 
age from Pennsylvania in the person of 
Don Cameron, and the almost as bad 
advocate of a ' bimetalism,' that means 
about the same thing, the Bill Chandler 
of N T ew Hampshire. Nor in analyzing 
the causes of the Senate's degradation 
can we overlook from the East Quay of 
Pennsylvania, Hill and Murphy of New 
York, the screaming Frye of Maine, and 
the demagogical Lodgeoi Massachusetts. 
The East cannot unload all the responsi- 
bility for misgovernment in the upper 
chamber upon the wild and wooly West." 

We hear complaints of the non-repre- 
sentative nature of the Dominion Sen- 
ate, and it is quite possible that better 
men might be found than some of those 
who are appointed to seats in the Can- 
adian Upper Chamber, but there is 
little fear that, under the nominative 
system, cranks, adventurers, charlatans 
and schemers, such as disgrace the 
United States Senate, will ever be ap- 
pointed to seats in the Dominion Senate. 
No Government that had any respect 
for itself, or for the Senate, would dream 
of placing in it men who by their anti- 
cedents might he expected to bring it 
into disgrace. 



"In one of the most productive por- 
tions of Kent, writes a correspondent, 
scarcely a single farm pays.

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NEW WONDER. 



Who will venture to say that to see 
through a millstone will be much longer 
a proverbial impossibility? The new 
photograph, if it does not enable us to 
see through millstones, shows us many 
things that seem quite as securely hidden 
from sight as the interior of a millstone. 
It brings to view the contents of a thick 
leather purse in which there are several 
compartments, it lets us see what is 
hidden in a thick wooden box, and even 
makes plainly visible the screws by 
which it is kept together. It gives a 
picture of every bone of the hand or 
other part of the body as clearly as if it 
were not covered by the flesh 

This latter was the experiment that 
was tried by Professor Cox of McGill 
College the other day. What he did ap- 
pears more iike a miracle than a scien- 
tific experiment. The light that does 
these wonders is not sunlight, it is an 
electric light of a peculiar kind. It is 
called the cathode ray, but what its na- 
ture is and how it produces its efl'ects no 
one seems to know. "The very nature 
of the force," said Professor Cox to a re- 
porter, " is unknown. Whether it 
is a newly discovered light or a 
power derived from tho light to 
which the world has hitherto been a 
stranger I am unable to say." What 
the cathode ray did was soon seen. The 
Professor photographed, in this peculiar 
way, his own hand. He did not use a 
camera. There were no lenses. A highly 
sensitized dry plate was tightly closed 
in a mahogany plate holder. It was 
placed opposite the electric lamp, which 
stood on a table. The Professor placed 
his right hand on the plate holder.

How much the steadiness and perfec 
tion of the ensemble playing of a great 
organization depend upon the leaders of I 
each class of instruments, none but an ' 
experienced conductor is aware. It is 
expected of the men in the leading chairs 
that they shall personally look after 
their associates playing the same part, 
and see that, as a rule, the instruments 
are in tune, tone, anil time, and in re- 
sponsive unanimity to the expression 
and interpretation required of the entire 
body by the leader. 

John Philip Sousa, whose great mili- 
tary band comes here on Friday for the 
only two concerts that are to be given in 
Canada, is particularly fortunate in this 
respect. Probably no soloists in the 
country have had more extensive expe- 
rience and have at their fibers' ends a 
larger and more varied repertoire than 
Stengler, the leader of the clarinets ; 
Bode, of the cornets; Raffayolo, of the 
euphoniums; Pryor, of the trombones; 
Messinger, of the oboes ; Wadsworth, of 
the flutes ; Moeremans, of the saxo- 
phones, and Conrad, of the subterranean, 
down-in -the-collar, big-mouthed- tubas. 

The equals of these men in their re- 
spective positions probably exist in no 
similar organization. Bode, Stengler, 
Raffayolo, Wadsworth and Conrad will 
be remembered as occupants of the 
same chairs in Gilmore's Band that 
they occupy now with Sousa. Shannon, 
the treasurer and director's assistant, is 
also an inheritance of Gilmore's great 
organization, and Pryor, Messinger and 
Moeremans, the first trombone, first 
oboe and first saxophone respectively 
(the latter the medalist of his class in 
the Paris Conservatoire) are regarded as 
without existing superiors. 

All are also models of devotion and 
loyalty to, and admiration for, their 
leader, whose every indication they in- 
terpret and act upon with surprising 
celerity, and they are, withal, patterns 
of sobriety and correctness in deport- 
ment. Although the men thus named 
fill the leading anil responsible chairs, 
it is a further fact, as Mr. Sousa claims, 
that every occupant of a seat in his or- 
ganization is a musician of uncommon 
skill and thoroughly worthy of the com- 
pany he is in, and it is his especial 
boast that there is not a man of intem- 
perate habits or loose conduct in his 
organisation. He insists that his men 
shall bo gentlemen as well as musicians, 
and the fact of their membership in his 
band he claims to be indubitable evi- 
dence of their title to this distinction. 

It may be said of Miss Carrie Duke, 
Sousa's dainty violinist, that she is the 
pride and pet of the band and of its di- 
rector, and has been unanimously voted 
their fille du regiment. She has earned 
by her talent and industrious study un- 
der the great Joachim a worthy place in 
that delightful trio of violinists which in- 
cludes Maud Powell, Leonora Von Stosch 
and herself, who have inspired the warm 
admiration of the musical public wher- 
ever they have appeared. Miss Duke is 
a typical Southern girl, and that is equi- 
valent to saying that high breeding and 
culture go hand in hand with beauty 
and grace. An unvarying success at- 
tends her every appearance upon the 
concert stage.

Second Session or the Seventh Parliament. 

TWELFTH DAY. 

Tuesday, Feb. 11, 180G. 
Mr. Booth took the enair at 2 p.m. 
Prayera by Rev. W. Leslie Clay. 

SCHOOL LANDS BILL. 

The house went into committee on the 
message of the Lieutenant-Governor 
transmitting the bill to provide a fund 
for educational purposes by sale of pub- 
lic lands, Mr. Stoddart in the chair. 

Mit. Semlin wanted to know how it 
was proposed to work out the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Tukxisu said it would bo 
very unusual to discuss a bill of this kind 
before its introduction, or until the sec- 
ond reading was moved. 

Hon. Col. Bakkk spoke to the same 
effect. 

Mr. Cotton insisted that there would 
be no sense in having to go through the 
formality of this stage, if it wore not per- 
missible to insist on having some infor- 
mation with respect to the proposed 
measure. He considered that this bill 
if passed would be one of the most disas- 
trous ever enacted, and that it would in- 
juriously affect every portion of the 
province. He declared that the bill pro- 
poses a complete reversal of the land 
policy of the province, deliberately 
adopted and endorsed by successive gov- 
ernments. 

Mb: Kitchen also demanded more in- 
formation before reporting the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said it had always 
been found more convenient, and it is a 
mark of respect to the Governor's mes- 
sage, to report it at once and to refrain 
from discussing the bill until the second 
reading. 

Mr.. Sword thought it would be much 
more convenient for the house if the 
Premier would explain now why he had 
advised the Governor to send down a bill 
of this nature. 

Mb. Semlin agreed with Mr. Cotton 
that this is one of the most important 
bills introduced for several years, upset- 
ting as it does the land laws and the 
timber laws now in force. He wanted 
to be informed how this fund is going to 
be used, and if it is to be applied exclu- 
sively for educational purposes. lie re- 
ally would like to know how it is pro- 
posed to administer the fund it is in- 
tended to create. 

Mr. Cotton again insisted on the 
right 01 the opposition to got some more 
information about a measure like this 
which practically revolutionizes the land 
laws of the country. He nointed out 
that there was no mention oi the bill in 
the Lieutenant-Governor's speech at the 
opening, and he wanted to know what 
lias occurred in the meantime to cause 
such a radical change in their policy. 

Hon. Mr. Turner repeated that on the 
second reading there would he made a 
full explanation which would bo satis- 
factory to the people of the province. 

Mr. Macpherson declared that having 
annihilated :he credit of the province 
the government now propose to annihi- 
late its assets. He wanted to know how 
this money is to be spent. 

Hon. Mr. Turner declared that the 
money cannot be spent except as voted 
by the house. In answer to the asser- 
tliat the credit of the province has been 
annihilated, he read from a statement | 
from the London stock exchange show- 1 
ing that in the week preceding January | 
25 British Columbia three percnts were ; 
quoted at from 97 to 'M — the highest cre- 
dit extant except that of the Dominion 
oi Canada. 

Mr. Kitchen said the word "annihil- 
ate " might have been an unfortunate 
one to use, but it about represented the 
real state of the ease. He pointed out 
that there is at present no demand for 
land, and that no private individuals 
now try to sell any except on compul- 
sion. The government having promised 
not to borrow anymore money for three 
years, and now only having half a mil- 
lion dollurs of the last loan on hand, evi- 
dently want to raise the wind by putting 
the land on the market when there is no 
demand for it. He asked if there are a 
few speculators concerned, who propos- 
ed to acquire the land and hold it for a 
rise. 

Mr. Kellie ofl'ered an explanation of 
the proceedings this afternoon. He had 
heard that there was an opposition cau- 
cus last night, when it was determined 
to endeavor to draw the government in- 
to a trap to-dav ; but he hoped the gov- 
ernment would not be caught this way. 

Mr. Rogers believed that what the 
country needs to-day is to have the pub- 
lic lands put on the market and become 
a source of revenue to the province. 

Mr. Semlin thought it singlar that 
large as Mr. Kellie is he should be afraid 
of being caught is a mouse-trap. He in- 
vited the government to dismiss the in- 
ertia which seemed to have overcome 
them and give the committee such in- 
formation as they possess on the sub- 
ject.

INFERIOR COURTS I'RACTITIONERS. 

Hon. Mr. Euerts moved the second 
reading of the inferior courts practition- 
ers biU. The object of this is, he said, to 
so amend the law that no person whose 
name is not on the provincial voters' list 
may appear in the lower courts as agent 
on behalf of the parties to the suit. No 
agents except legal practitioners are now 
permitted to appear in court in the four 
cities of Victoria, Vancouver, Westmin- 
ster and Nanaimo, and under this 
amendment to the act West Kootenay 
also will be excluded from its operation, 
that district being now well supplied 
with qualified lawyers. Hitherto there 
has been no provir.ee that the names of 
agents must appear on the provincial 
voters' list, and this bill makes an 
amendment in that respect, so as to ex- 
elude, for instance, American citizens 
from Spokane and elsewhere along the 



border, who now commonly appear in 
the Canadian courts. 

Mr. Kellie objected to excluding 
West Kootenav from the operation of 
the bill, as he' thought that any quali- 
fied voter should be allowed to appear 
as an agent in the lower courts there. 
Ho pointed out that in many important 
places in West Kootenay there are no 
lawyers, and the people would like to 
get "along without them for some time 
yet. 

Bill read a second time. 

quartz mining bonus. 
Hok. Col. Baker moved the second 
reading of the bill to repeal the act for 
bonuesing quartz mines. He explained 
that after only one mine had been 
honussed it has been found inadvisable 
to further apply the act and it has lain 
inoperative, so that it might better be 
repealed . 

Mr. Helmcken asked if it is the case 
that a company has recentlv applied for 
a bonus, and whether this bill has been 
introduced to prevent the favorable con- 
sideration of the application. 

Hon. Col. Baker replied that the 
government have already decided that 
they cannot entertain the application — 
that it is inadvisable to bonus any 
quartz mine, so that the position of the 
application mentionedwill not be affect- 
ed by the repeal. 

Bill read a second time and considered 
in committee, Mr. McGregor in the 
chair; reported complete without 
amendment, read a third time and 
passed. 

LANOLEY MUNICIPALITY. 

Hon. Mr. Euerts moved the bill for 
the relief of the municipality of Lang- 
ley, which he declared is inconsequence 
of a tire which destroyed the collector's 
rolls and other records, and provides a 
legal roll in substitution, which as near- 
ly as possible will be the same as that 
destroyed. It also validates the voters' 
list used for the elections this year, 
made up from an unrevised assessment 
roll, the former list having been burned 
in the same tiro. Procedure is provided 
whereby errors in the improvised roll 
may beeorrected. 

Bill read a second time and considered 
in committee, Mr. Hume in the chair. 
The committee rose and reported pro- 
gress. 

TEACHER AT SALMON ABU. 

Mr. Semlin brought up the matter of 
the return submitted respecting the dis- 
missal of the school teacher at Salmon 
Arm. Ho complained that it is not 
complete, certain letters to Hon. Mr. 
Martin not being included. 

Hon. Mr. Martin said these letters 
were of a private character and 
marked private, and he would not 
produce them unless the iiouse so or- 
dered. He would, however, show them 
to Mr. Semlin if that gentleman would 
call at his office, and he felt sure after 
seeing them Mr. Semlin would not wish 
to have the letters published. 

A long discussion followed without re- 
sult. 

FIRE INSURANCE POLICIES. 

Hon. Mr. Euerts moved the second 
reading of the bill to amend the fire in- 
surance policy act. This deals with 
policies on property subsequently mort- 
gaged, and aiming at assimilating the 
conditions of lire insurance policies in 
this province to those in force in other 
parts of Canada provides for the repeal 
of the following clause inserted last ses- 
sion : * 

" 4. Where the loss (if any) under any 
policy has, with the consent of the com- 
pany, been made payable to some per- 
son or persons or company other than 
the assured as mortgagee or mortgagees, 
said policy shall not be cancelled, alter- 
ed or otherwise dealt with by the com- 
pany upon the application of the as- 
sured, and in any case not without rea- 
sonable notice to the said mortgagee or 
mortgagees. 

" (a) In cases where the loss under 
any policy is, with the consent of the 
company, made payable to a mortgagee 
or mortgagees, proof of loss under any 
such policy may be made by such mort- 
gagee or mortgagees." 

In addition, the bill provides that the 
act as amended shall come into force on 
the 1st day of July next, instead of, as 
before provided, on some day to be pro- 
claimed by the Lieutenant-Govemor- 
: in-council.

Mr. Graham withdrew the line fences 
and water courses bill in order to intro- 
duce another to the same effect, but 
differently drawn.

About Claim Jumping: The Cariboo 
Railway Proposition - Other 
Private Legislation. 



The committee to whom the govern- 
ment hill for the encouragement of 
dairying was referred have, after several 
meetings, agreed upon a proposed basis 
of aid, which Mr. Kitchen, the secre- 
tary, is circulating through the press 
and otherwise with a view to receiving 
suggestions from the persons interested. 
They have in view co-operative cream- 
eries established upon this basis : 

1. Milk from at least 300 cows to bo 
guaranteed. 

2. Shareholders to pay up at least 25 
per cent, of the necessary capital re- 
quired to establish the creamery, the 
Government to advance the other 75 per 
cent., taking as security the stock, land, 
buildings and machinery. 

It is requested that any persons hav- 
ing suggestions to oiler in this connec- 
tion shall do so by letter or appear be- 
fore the committee at 10 o'clock on Fri- 
day morning, at the legislative build- 
ing. 

REVELSTOKE HEARD PRON. 

While the mining committee here 
have been considering Mr. Nellie's pro- 
posed remedial bill in the matter of 
claim-jumping, the revelstoke Board of 
Trade have also been giving attention to 
the matter, and this resolution was 
passed at their last meeting: 

" That this board, learning that the 
member for the North Riding of West 
Kootenay has introduced a bill to pre- 
vent the present pernicious habit of 
claim jumping now in practice would 
strongly urge upon the provincial legis- 
lature the necessity of such a bill be- 
coming law at the earliest possible 
moment, as the practice cuts at the root 
of all mining development and tends to 
create a general belief in the insecurity 
of title to mineral property throughout 
the province." 

ASHCROFT AND CARIBOO RAILWAY. 

The Ashcroft A Cariboo Railway Com- 
panv bill asks the incorporation of A. 
1). YVhittier, and Ernest Collins and J. 
S. Livesey, both of London, England, 
together with other shareholders, as a 
company to construct and operate a 
standard gauge railway from Ashcroft or 
Kamloops, or some point between these 
places, to Barkorville and thence to 
Port Simpson. Their capital stock is 
stated at $10,000,000 in $100 shares, and 
the head office is to be in London. The 
railway is to bo commenced within two 
years and completed, within five years 
from the passing of the act. 

The Nelson Electric Light Company's 
bill yesterday introduced gives the com- 
pany until the end of this year to put 
their electric lighting system into opera- 
tion. 

The New Westminster and Burrard 
Inlet Telephone Company's bill provides 
for a new schedule of prices. This 
makes the rent of telephones in Yancou 
ver and Westminster $5 per month ; and 
authorizes a charge for casual messages 
by non-subscribers within those cities of 
twenty-five cents for twenty-five words 
and live cents for every additional ten 
words.

NEWS OF THK LAW COURTS. 

Another Appeal in the Water Rights Case 
of Clark v. Eholt-Other Court 
Proceedings. 

In the Divisional court yesterday argu- 
ment openeil in Clark v. Eholt. This 
appeal arises out of the old case of Car- 
son v. Martlcy, which was argued here 
and was appealed to the Supreme Court 
of Canada and then to the Privy Coun- 
cil. The present action is brought on 
the judgment which defined the respec- 
tive rights of the litigants to the waters 
of Pavilion creek, Lillooet. Clark is 
suing Carson and J. and L. Eholt 
for having taken an excess of water 
from this creek against the final 
judgment mentioned governing the 
Carson and Martley case. Clark claims 
$6,000 damages and a perpetual injunc- 
tion restraining Carson from taking over 
1200 inches of water and the Eholts from 
taking any of tho water for irrigation 
purposes. Mr. Justice Crease on De- 
cember 31 last, delivered judgment or- 
dering Carson to alter his ditch so as to 
have it carry 200 inches of water and no 
more, and the court also gave interlocu- 
tory judgment for damages to be 
assessed by a jury at the assizes 
at Clinton next May. From this 
judgment Carson appeals on the grounds 
that the proceedings are vexatious ; it is 
not clearly settled that Carson is entitled 
only to 200 inches of water ; also that if 
there was any complaint against him on 
account of the final judgment proceed- 
ings for contempt of the court's order 
was the proper course to pursue against 
him instead of the present action. The 
argument was not finished yesterday. 
Mr. G. Hunter for Clark and his wife, 
and Mr. H. D. Ilelmcken, Q.C., for 
Carson. 

The Chief Justice delivered judgment 
in the application to extend time for the 
appeal in the case of the Timber, Indi- 
ana Co., Good Ho|ie and Old Kentuck 
mines vs. Good Friday. He ruled that 
the applicants are entitled to an exten- 
sion for thirty days from date. 

The appeal of George J. Cook against 
the decision of the Police Magistrate 
binding him over to keep the peace for 
twelve months for using threatening 
language to his wife was dismissed with 
costs bv Mr. Justice Drake.

The tenderers among other tilings, are re- 
quired to explain the method by which 
they propose to remove t ho obstruction ; 
anil the contractor is to forfeit his cluim for 
any compensation unless the work of re- 
moval is satisfactorily completed; the 
wreckage, when removal is com- 
plete, but not before, is to he- 
come the property of the contractor. 
As the Pedro now" lies, it does not seem 
that to break her up and thus clear the 
ledge of its now familiar landmark will 
prove a difficult undertaking. The wreck 
hits become smaller and smaller, and now 
only the bow remains with the forward sec- 
tion of the ship running back to the fore- 
mast, from which each night swings a 
signal lantern to warn passing mariners 
lest their vessels share the Pedro's fute. 

THE "WANDERER "-" PUBM.A " LIBEL. 
U.S. Commissioner Keifer bus commenced 
taking testimony in the libel tiled by the 
former owners ot the tug Wanderer against 
the steamer Ptiebla, for salvage, which 
libellaut claims in the amount of *200.000, 
by reason of having rescued the Puebla 
from a position of imminent peril. The 
services were rendered on March 11, 1894. 
The Pueblu was at the time on her way 
from this port to San Francisco, and while 
some distance at sea oil Cape Flattery her 
machinery broke down and she was unable 
to proceed under steam. The Wanderer 
heard of her misfortune and at once started 
after her, overhauled her, cot a hawser to 
her and towed her to Port Townsend. Ac- 
cording to the contention of the libelhints, 
the Puebla was in a very critical condition, 
and without speedy assistance must inevit- 
ably have drifted ashore on the coast south 
of Flattery and become a total wreck. The 
owners of the Puebla, however, insist that 
the services were an ordinary matter of 
towage, that the steamship never was in 
peril, and that other steamers were in sight 
ready to render her assistance. The llbel- 
lants put in the testimony on their side at 
Port Townsend on Monday. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The Tacoma Ledger says: The steam- 
ship Strathnevis was released from the 
hands of the United States court Saturday 
upon giving bonds amounting to $1 75,000, 
$100,000 in favor of the steamship Mineola 
and $75,000 in favor of the Miowera. The 
bondsmen are Burrcll & Son, of Glasgow, 
wners of the Strathnevis, who furnish as 
uretv, the American Surety Company of 
New York. U. S. Commissioner Worclen 
ordered the ship released from custody. 
The Strathnevis finished taking on cargo 
yestbrday and is expected to go to sea to- 
day. 

Captain Collister, inspector of hulls, 
Captain flare, the owner of the lost vessel., 
and a diver left on the tug Constance for 
Reid island yesterday morning, where they 
will make an official survey of the burned 
steamer Mary Hare. The tug will proba- 
bly be away until this evening. 

The steamer Maude left for West Coast 
points last evening, laden to her capacity 
with freight. Her cargo was made up prin- 
cipally of building material of which lum- 
ber formed the greater part.

THK "QUADRA" TO GO SEEKING. 

Government Search for the Missing " Cad- 
zow Forest" Along the Island Coast. 

If present arrangements are not inter- 
fered with the Dominion steamer Quadra, 
Captain VValbran, will leave to-morrow on 
a cruise along the West Coast of Vancouver 
and Queen Charlotte islands in search of 
the British ship Cadzow Forest. It is by 
instructions ot the Murine and Fisheries 
Department that the trip is made, 
this action being prompted by a 
letter which Lieutenant Governor 
Dewdney received recently from the Brit- 
ish consul at Portland, asking that un olli- 
cial search be instituted in consequence of 
reports that a craft answering her descrip- 
tion bud been seen oil' Vancouver Island. 

The letter was handed to Captain Gau- 
din, agent of murine, who in turn wired to 
Ottawa for instructions. Yesterday the re- 
ply came in the form of instructions to send 
the Quadra out, and preparations for the 
trip are now being hurried forward. 

Upon leaving here the Quadra will take 
the inside passage, and can therefore coal 
at Comox en route. She will be away at 
least two or three weeks, during which a 
systemation examination of the coasts of 
the islands named will be made. 

The Cadzow Forest, us will be remember- 
ed, disappeared from the Columbia rivqr 
bar after taking on Pilot Grossman, on Jan- 
uary 4. On the 20th of lust 
month the schooner Sailor Iiov and 
the barkentine Portland arrived at Port 
Townsend, bringing corroboratory reports 
of a vessel in distress near the entrance to 
Clayoquot Sound. The vessel was close in 
to the breakers and a heavy sea was run- 
ning. From her description she was taken 
to be the Cadzow Forest.

jed to Sign a Letter to the 
Water Works Con- 
tractors. 



Mayor Heaven Therefore Suspended 
Him and the Council Decides 
on Dismissal. 



The city council last night dispensed 
with the services of Mr. Jorgensen, the 
engineer at the waterworks, because ho 
had refused to sign a letter to the water- 
works contractors embodying the deci- 
sion of the board in regard to the exten- 
sion of the contract. 

The full board was present at the 
meeting, and after being called to order 
went into committee on Mr. Sorby'S 
claim for the $850 for the James Bay 
causeway plans. 

Aj.d. Glover inquired whether any 
thing bad been done by the last council 
to justify the Mayor in reopening thi 
subject. 

His Worship replied that the council 
had decided that the question be re- 
opened. He had called the matter U] 
in response to a resolution bv the coun- 
cil. 

Ald, Partridge went over the his 
tory of the case and said that he had al 
ways held that the prizes offered by the 
council should be awarded. Prom 
what had already been heard from the 
engineer the other evening; from the 
fact that Mr. Haggarty was ready to 
take the contract for $70,000, and from 
the other circumstances, he was still 
convinced that the prizes should be 
awarded. 

Ald. Makchant wanted to know if 
there was any legal impediment to the 
council voting the money, in face of the 
conclusions come to by last year's coun- 
cil. 

Tin; Mayor remarked that the ease 
had been before the courts of the prov 
ince and it was a question whether it 
was expedient to reopen it. Mr. Justice 
Drake though deciding that the city had 
no contract to pay Mr. Sorby, diimiissed 
the case without costs. This might show 
that he believed Mr. Sorby had some 
kind of a claim. 

Ai.d. Humphrey did not think that 
the council had any right to take up a 
question that had been settled. 

The advice of Mr. C. Dubois Mason, 
the city solicitor, being taken, lie re- 
marked that it would be very unwise to 
reopen the matter. 

Ald. Macmillan wanted the question 
laid over for reference to the mayor, the 
city barrister and the city solicitor for 
report as to whether the claim could be 
legally paid by this council. 

This was adopted and the committee 
rose. 

His Worship announced that he had 
to report to the council the performance 
of a very unpleasant duty. By the mun- 
icipal act the Mayor had" pow"er to in- 
spect and order the conduct of the offi- 
cers and employes of the corporation, 
and to suspend them for negligence, 
caielessness or violation of dntv, but 
he was required to report such suspen 
sions to the council. Under this power 
he had that afternoon suspended Mr. G. 
E, Jorgensen, engineer of the water- 
works improvements at Heaver lake, and 
had temporarily placed Mr. Brown, the 
clerk of works, in charge. On Saturday 
he had sent the following letter to Mr. 
Jorgensen with instructions to sign it: 

Beaver Lake, 8th February, 1890. 
Messrs. Walkley, h'imj <(■ Casey, llcan'r 
Lake: 

Dear Sins,— Referring to your letter of 
23rd nit., asking me to define the period of 
time extension granted for the completion 
of your contract, with the corporation, I 
beg to state that in consideration of the 
bad weather ami strikes and other circum- 
stances to date, I am authorized to define 
the extension for the completion of the 
works as terminating on 31st March, lHtXi, 
on the following conditions, viz.: 

You are to undertake to complete tin' 
work by the date specified and to accept 
the extension in full of all claims to date. 

You are in future to comply with the 28th

Mr. Jorgensen had not signed the let- 
ter, but had written to the following 
effect on Mondav : 

Feb. 10, 1890. 
L. Rayittur, Water Commissioner, — 
8iu: — I have copy of letter dated ,Sth 
inst., addressed to Messrs. Walkley. King 
it Casey, which His Worship the Mayor 
requested me to sign and band to the con- 
tractors as soon as possible ; and I beg to 
inform you that 1 am not prepared to sign 
the letter, as 1 think it imposes such con- 
ditions upon the contractors as I would not 
myself think of imposing, if the matter 
were left entirely to me, as it appears to be 
by section 28 of the contract. In my opin- 
ion they are entitled to the extension with- 
out any conditions, and in my letter of25th 
January to yourself I laid the facts before 
you with a view of fully informing you as 
to the circumstances and obtaining from 
the council an expression of their opinion 
thereon. If it is the opinion of the council 
that such conditions as are nam- 
ed in your letter should be 
imposed upon the contractors 1 will 
be glad to have a letter to that elFcct from 
you addressed to myself. Any extension 
of time given to the contractors should by 
the said section L'N be given by me and any 
letter notifying them of the same should be 
my own letter and not a letter prepared by 
you and handed to me for signature. 

(Signed) (i. B. Jobgknsen, 
Engineer in charge. 

The position the engineer had taken, 
continued His Worship, was that the 
council bad nothing to do with the mat- 
ter, and that he was sole judge. That 
being the case, it seemed to him (the 
Mayor) that Mr. Jorgensen should not 
be allowed to remain as engineer of the 
work, and he had therefore been sus- 
pended . 

Ai d. Tiarks immediately rose and 
moved, seconded by Aid. Macmillan, 
" That the council decide to make the 
Mayor's suspension of Mr.G. E, Jorgen- 
sen, O. E., absolute and that Mr. Jorgensen 
be informed that his services as engin- 
eer to supervise the contract with 
Messrs. Walkley, King it Casey are dis- 
pensed with." 

Ald, Williams spoke in favor of the 
motion, supporting the Mayor's action. 

Ald. Glover said it appeared to him 
that the Mayor's action was a little 
high-handed. Mr. Jorgensen had by 
the contract almost absolute power. If 
tie (Mr. Glover) had been in the council 
when the contract was passed he would 
have wanted the corporation to have 
more say in it. Still, it was a very seri- 
ous matter for the council to blast this 
young man's reputation as an engineer 
by acting too harshly. 

Ald. Marchant heartily supported 
the resolution. The Mayor had acted 
wisely and well. 

Ald. Partridge did not think the 
council should be too hasty in passing 
the resolution, and rather than yote in 
the dark, rb it were, he would like to de- 
fer action. 

Ald. Macmillan maintained that the 
high-handed action of Mr. Jorgensen ob- 
liged the council to pass the resolution. 
From the first a disposition had been 
shown by Mr. Jorgensen to .be lax in 
his duties, and it was said that there 
was likely to be a claim for damages 
against the city even as high as $1(5,000, 
and he only hoped Mr. Jorgensen had 
not compromised the position of the 
city if that were the case. 

Ald. Cameron advised that until the 
position of Mr. Jorgensen as defined by 
the contract be fully understood, the 
council should go. slow. At the same 
time the Mayor's action should be up- 
held. 

Ald. Wilson, while endorsing the 
Mayor's temporary suspension of Mr. 
Jorgensen, agreed with Aid. Cameron 
that hasty action as to dismissal should 
not be taken. 

In reply to Aid. Wilson, the Mayor 
said that at 4 o'clock yesterday he saw 
Mr. Jorgensen and gave him the oppor- 
tunity to sign the paper, but after press- 
ing him for an hour Mr. Jorgensen de- 
clined to sign the paper. 

Ald. Humfhbey did not see that Mr. 
Jorgensen had any right to refuse to de- 
liver the letter to the contractors. 



Therefore he would support the resolu- 
tion, though he was very sorry to have 
to do so. 

The resolution was carried, Ald.Cam- 
f eron, Partridge and Glover voting 
against it. 

The next business was in reference to 
the annual loan by-law, which was re- 
turned to make some amendments to one 
of the sections. This was done and the 
council adjourned.
